For four weeks the coming of Dr.

The notices set 
forth that he should give nn !tccouut of 
the inysteriou.-s and niarvelious tilings 
which have happened to him since he 
becftuie a^n^djum^^which he professes 
to • haye oeeti siiwe childhood, an ac- 
count of the remarkable pheiioiiiena 
which -have occurred in his pcesenco, 
jnore wonderful than the .story of the 
Arabian Nights, and yet every won! 
8uscei)tible- of proof. Tliey also .set 
forth that during his stay,, in Walnut 
he would endeavor to prove to those 
who laight; desire the truth A life 
beydnU the grave, and a Imppier state 
of those "who are prepared for it; that 
he would Jprove this by the aasevera- 
or soleniu declarations of those who 
have gone before and are enabled to 
return through Jiim and otliers endow- 
ed.iWith like supernatural power. 

On Jriday morning Mr. J. H, He^- 
ry,fpreaidehfc of the Exchange Bank, 
and M."B. Darnell, Esq., visited him. 

During the sitting a screwdriver was 
picked up as if by some unseen posver, 
at Dr. Slade's request, and thrown 
clear ac|ross the jroom.^ In response to 
a reqiiesl'for a message from a dtice.nsed 
son, a double slate, held by Messrs. 
Henry and Darnell in jjlain view, aj)- 
parently, written full, and tliu.s ran the 
message: * 

Oh, h&w glad I am to come to you 
and tell you that there is a life after 
death. • . No doubt of this. 1 will 
come to you again when I &m more 
able. ■ ' . ^■ 

On a subsequent occasion, when AL-. 
Henry and Mr. Don Cramer, editor of 
the Walnut JVeius, were present, there 
came the following message without 
any solicitation, aj)parently, from the 
8aineB|nnti 

jOiear'i'riend: — ^Pardon me for com- 
ing in upon you at this time, 1 am so 
anxious to let my friends kiiiow I still 
live, I cannot help imposing upon you. 
After I was killed at S. Falls by the 
elevator I was in a stupor for some 
time. The first persona I- thought of 
was my poor father and mother. 
Pleaaa.say- tO:them that I am happy 
only when I- see- them sad. I am truly 
as ever, A. Daiin'ell. 

On Monday and Tuesday there 
was a manifested a general conviction 
that Dr. Slade was a fraud, and by 
his artful practice was deceiving the 
people. Accordingly, on Wednesday 
afternoon 'twd/mSii, Mr. Johrt Morgan 
and Patrick Brady, both of large, stout 
baild and eager for the work, wore en- 
gaged to test the doctor's secret art. 
These men were minutely and careful- 
ly instructed concerning the perform- 
ance of the double slate trick by Mr 
Henry, who bad visited the doctor and 
witnessed it some half dozen times. 

When Morgan and Brady entered 
Dr. Slade's room they requested, as 
others had dotie, a full double-slate 
communication. They all took seats at 
his table, and soon thereafter the doc- 
tor placed his double slates with j)eneil 
inside to.'Mr. Morgan's breast to re- 
ceive thft communication. 

When the sound of the doctor's fin- 
ger-nail, on the under side of the 
slates, was heard in- imiiation of the 
sound of the pencil, and the doctor 
said that the sjjirit had. begun to give 
the message, Mr. Morgan seized the 
slates, saying: "I'^vant to .see these 
slates." In a moment the doctor 
sprang to his feet, grabbed the slates 
with both hands, and said: "No, sir, 
not much; you can't have these slates 1" 
jNtr. Morgan clung to them like a tiger. 
A fierce tussle ensued, which ended 
by the doctor being thrown to the 
floor,:ajnd, .while held there, Mr. Brady 
got possession of the slates. The slatcH 
were then taken to the bank, wliere 
they may still be seen. Before Mr. 
IMorgan seized them tiini! had not 
elapsed for the pencil — if it wa.s doing 
the work— to have written, at, most, 
three or- four ■ words; yet, on examina- 
tion the inside surface of the slate wan 
written upon entire ){nd had a signa- 
ture attached, thus making it evident 
that these slates had been prepared be- 
forehand. 

We give this message also: 

Ml/ Friend$:-rJs this a butnbug^ 
if it is, it is' a wonderful gift. No, iny 
friends, this is the work of spirits. 
We como to convince you of this fact — 
that spirits live after what, is called 
death. Let this ho a test to you of 
it, for I am J. Johnson. 

Imiuediatuly after the sci/.ure and 
removal of the slates, ^i^Ir. Henry, ac- 



companied by jM, Morgan, Brady and | 
several other persons, went to see Dr. 
Slade, and the sequel wag as follows: 
Mr. Jlenry olTored to bet with him all 
the money he wanted that if ho (Slade) ^ 
would perform another trick in his | 
presence and ftUo>v'JiiraJ Jo "investigate 
it at any moment he might indicate, he 
would detect and discover how it was 
done. * ■ j 

The doctor declined to accept this 
proposition. 

qladstone'depeated. 

Tho Oommons Bofaaa to Pass tbo Af- 
firmation Bill. . .' 

New York, May 4.—- A cabl^spedial 
from London of ^Iay Sd'siiys: ■ One' of 

the most notable events in the annals 
of constitutional liistory occurred to- 
night, when the Briti.sh Premier was 
defeated in tlie "House of Commons, 
and Bradlaugli's case was the rock on 
which the Ministry^lost its grip^ when 
the House of Commons, by a vote of 
292 to 289, refused the Affirmation 
bill a second reading. It has long 
been feared by friends of the Liberal 
Ministry in England that the Brad- 
laugh case would, in the end, cause 
the»downfall of Cllad|itone.j| With this 
ftar hefdre ' it.'the Governmene dodged 
the matter from ISSO until this year, 
it being kept entirely out of the Queen's 
last speech. The IJradlaugh aflair was 
a muddle from the beginning to the 
end, and for a time rellected discredit 
on evierybody concerned. The result 
.shows thiit ho miscalculated his 
strength, and the outcome may be of a 
far-reaching character. 

Uniler the Eiiglisli system of Parlia- 
nientai-y government a defeat in the 
House of Commons of a measure of 
importance introduced or adojjt^ed by 
tho Government must be mot by 
the Cabinet in one of. two ways — the 
Ministry may resign; or, if they believe 
that tho' e.visting jlouso of Commons 
does not accurately represent public 
sentiment on the ([uestion, they may 
dissolve Parliiuiieat and appeal to the 
country for an indorsement of their 
cour.se. In the latter ca.se the ne.Nt 
election settles the question, ainl in 
tlie former the Queen sends for.', tho 
()[ipoHition and intrusts him with the 
task of forming a Ministry. 

Lord Pabnerston, when defeated on 
the Conspiracy bill in 1858, resigned 
and the Tories came into poorer. Mr. 
Disraeli on a latdr ocpaSTon-cliose to go 
to the country, and his . policy received 
such an ovcrwd:elining ])opular con- 
demnalion that be resigned immediate- 
ly after the election, without waiting 
for the a.s.sembling of Parliament. 
The most interesting question in Eu 
ropean politics to-day is which of those 
courses will probably be. adopted by 
the present head of the .Government. 
Mr.; Gladstone having so thoroughly 
given in' his adherence to the principle 
of the bill, it scarcely seems probable 
that he can evade the responsibility of 
defeat. , Even if he should prefer to 
c<»ntiquB;in oSice until the passage of 
the budget or Appropriation bill, he 
would be weighted down with a con- 
sciousness of failure and would be pow- 
erless to introduce any measures of re- 
form. In the ab.sence of advices as to 
the course of the Government in this 
crisis, it is, impossible to forecast the 
probabilities. 

A morning papisr says: The A!ffirm 
ation bill has been defeated by a coali- 
tion of the high Tories, who are all 
Church of England men, with the radi- 
cal Non-Conformists. These temporary 
allies dissolved partnership the instant 
they attained their object and can no 
more be combined than oi| and water 
can be mixed. Of the results r,hat 
would follow tho resignation of 
Mr. Gladstone and tho entrance of a 
Tory Minister it is jet too early to 
speak. So far as the Irish question 
and the foreign policy of the Empire 
are concerned, the charges woiUd be of 
the most sweeping .character. Subse- 
([uent developements will bp awaited 
with the greatest interest,, not only in 
England and her dependencies, but in 
the United States and upon tho conti- 
nent' of Euro[)e.

Mr. Ceaven made a long and weariaonie 
speech ou the poHcy yesterday. Ho was, 
an customary, .sophistical and inaccurate. 
To illuBtrate: He admitted that the dock

But, said ho, sup- 
pose it should cost (as (ho premier has

fact that at C per cent the further sum of 
$250,000 would add §18,000 more 
to interest account, and swell it 
to $21,000 per annum. Mr. Hea- 
ven never appears to as bad ad- 
vantage as when ho dabbles with figures. 
The day before he disgusted the whole 
hous^ by declaring that the Elliott gov- 
ernment plunged the counti^- §700,000 in 
debt, when the fact was at once demon- 
strated by tho^ preniior from official re- 
cords that th«'°debt'waa incurred to pay 
off the Walkem-Beaven government's in- 
debtedness. Mt. Anuatroiii; was wishy- 
washy and boistcrou.s. Mr. Helgesen 
made the only noteworthy speech in op- 
position to the policy. This gentleman 
seems to be of opinion that the Dominion 
government intend tu make fust tu the 
dry dock and tow it off to Eastern Can- 
ada. , ^He spoke as if he already hoars 
the ''ye-ho!" of the sailors as they haul 
away on the ropes. 

AN ACT OF JUSTICE. 

The local government have taken a bold 
and decided stand in the direotioiiof com- 
pensating their subordinate ofBcers who 
have been a long time in the public em- 
ploy and whose rule of remuneration has 
been sliown to bo far beneath tho value 
of their services and the cost of maintain- 
ing their families in respectable positions.

You have taught us that good wishes 
have their effect. Wc need not assure 
you that you have the good wishes ofyour 
flock. Last evening you realized our 
tears and to-night we o&or you our pray- 
ers. May God bless and protect you. 

THK BISUOr's KEPLV. 

Laiiiks and Gentlemkn — I am deeply 
touched with tho warm sentiments of re- 
spect and affection so ably expressed in 
your name by Mr. Mills. I can assure 
you that this evening will long be remoni- 
berod by me; and when far away from 
you I will ever think of tho obedience and 
submission with which you have honored 
me during my short stay hero in Victoria. 
I go as you know in obedience to the 
voice of Rome, and as you have express- 
ed it with me you acknowledge this as tho 
voice of God. I depart witli groat feel- 
ings of regret, yet 1 will be with you in 
my prayers; and I hope, if we never meet 
again hero on earth, we will meet in the 
heavenly home where there sliall be no 
more separation.

THE CmAPPLBR DISASTER- 
Adjourned laquost. 

THIRD DAY. 



Wkunksday, May 9. 

Yesterday morning at 10 o'clock tho 
adjourned inquest on the body of Donald 
McPhail was continued before coroner 
Hon. A. F. Pemberton, 

Deputy attorney general Irving was 
present on behalf of tho government and 
Mr. Pooley on tho part of tho owners of 
the boat. 

The names of the jury were called. 
Wm. Steele, sworn — I was tho engineer 
of tho steamer Grappler; I have not my 
certificate with me, I hold a 1st class cer- 
tificate and have held it 3 years; I first 
suspected the fire between decks, where 
it had been before at the back connection 
of the boiler; there had been a fire in that 
locality sonio time t»efi)re,I wa* informed, 
though I do not know when; I had only 
been on her one month; on the alarm I 
went to that place; I saw no smoke nor 
any other signs of fire; I went on the port 
side of tho boiler; I then went on tho 
other side where the smell was stronger, 
and I thought I it might comu from tlui 
beds of some of tho men who had turned 
in, the beds alongside the boilor; I re- 
ported to the- rapt»ih\thftt, I suspected a 
firo down below; I said we had better 
search; Capt. Jaggers and Capt. JIcAUis- 
ler wont down with me, and wo searched 
round the back connection of the boiler; 
in tho construction of these boilers there 
is a plate on the top of the back connec- 
tion which tho ilaiues strike on entering 
the flues and it gets very hot, so^that any- 
thing coming in contact with it 'would be 
apt to bo set on fire, that is accidentally; 
there was some freight about 2i feet from 
this part, which had been there since we 
left Victoria; amongst it were some nail 
kegs; I said that it would be better to re- 
move nothing till I got the hose; there 
was a piece of tarpaulin used to keep coal 
dust oil'; it was over tho freight; it had 
been kept on tho top of the freight; it 
was safe as it was; 1 could not tol^ how 
close the end of it was to tho boder; I 
saw it before th8.alana» but I never gave 
it any consideration; we took' in the coal 
at Departure Bay, and tho tarpaulin was 
on then; the coal and freight were on the 
main deck; I think I remarked "what the 
deuce was the tarpaulin doing there at 
all," and was informed by tho captain tiiat 
it was to cover the freight; it was in our 
way in searching for the fire; when landed 
on the island afterwards I do not recol- 
lect saying anything about the tarpaulhi, 
though I may have done so, and might 
have been correct; I wont on deck to 
screw on the hose which was coiled closo 
to the connection on dock; a pipe lead.i 
from the donkey pump on to the hurri- 
cane deck midships, by the engine room 
hatch; I had a small hoao in the engine 
room for putting out clinkora when clean- 
ing fires, etc. , but there was no connec- 
tion for firo hoao; I was on tho point of 
making the connection of the hose when 
my assistant offered to do it, and X wont 
down to start the donkey pump; my as- 
sistant is a first class mechanic, and I con- 
sidered him competent to do so; it was at- 
tached before I got the pump started, as I 
was a little delayed by people coming up 
tlie hatchway; the hose was carried down 
below and tho water turned on; I was de 
layed prob.ably about a minute; there were 
throe hatchw.iys forward and aft, but that 
from tho engine room was the most direct ; 
the donkey pump worked well and the 
hose was properly connected; by the time 
I got down in tho engine room the smoke 
was so den.se that no one could remain to 
handle the hose, and no one could tell 
whether any water reached tho firo or not 
though tho water was running; we wore 
too late; I don't know what the captain 
was doing down to this time; I was busy; 
there was one engineer, myself and tho 
leading fireman who was appointed to re- 
lieve me as engineer during my absence ; 
there was also another fireman, and two' 
coal passers. 

To tho jury — At the time the fire was 
discovered and reported by mysolf, it was 
my watch; tho man who made the con- 
nectipn.with the hose was James IMcGurn 
the 2nd fireman, a boiler maker by trade; 
the tarpaulin was never removed; the 
bulk head separating tho forward hold is 
four feet off the boilor; a man could pass 
all round between the framing of the deck 
and tho boilor; there was a platform over 
the boiler 2 feet off; the freight Was 
placed on this deck, and the tarpaulin on 
the freight; but I cannot'say how near it 
got to the boiler, though I was in further 
than McAllister; ne had everything in the 
engine room according to the Act to use in 
case of fire; we had three fire buckets, 4 
a.xes, 2 in use and 2 hanging up, 5 lamps, 
1 donkey pump, the 2 main feed pumps 
could also bo applied to the fire hose; on 
deck midships there was the hand force 
pump; there were about 120 foot of hose 
close to the connection of tho donkey en- 
gine on deck; it was in two lengths, but 
coupled together; there was no box round 
the tiller ropes; the casing round the til- 
ler was complete; I consider the back con- 
nection was a suflicient distance from the 
woodwork .ind the freight; there were n>e- 
tatlic vessels in the engine room for waste; 
I used a coal oil tin; there was a Babcock 
extinguisher in the pilot house_ and I 
think there was another in the captain's 
room; I saw no fire drill while I was con- 
nected with the boat; there were common 
globe lamps hanging round in between 
decks which wore lighted et night. 

To Mr. Jessie, acting for Mr. Pooloy — 
Tho pumps on the boat wore in good 
order, also the boiler; there are many 
boats with boilers set tho same way as the 
Grappler's boiler; it is not usual for fires 
to occur on such boats; it is customary to 
put freight over and around these boiler.-*; 
I had all necessary help in my depart- 



ment; the wheel ropes 'were bonnected 
with iron rods imd chains up asJar tBTthe 
steering wheel, and from that there "was 
rope that went over the wheel for about 
12 feet from either sido the vessel; tho 
life preservers wore in tho state rooms, 
and were often used as follows: In my 
room there were about (> and two life 
buoys, which 1 wished out of that; at tho 
time of tho accident these wore not all 
used; I told many of the pa-ssengors whore 
they wore; five minutes after tho firo 
broke out I was unable to go into the en 
gine room, and before 1 got the donkey 
started there wore flames bursting out 
over my head; I consider tho fire was 
purely accidental; I considor the ma- 
chinery generally was in an excellent 
order. 

To the .hiry— I was not delayed above 
a minute in goinu' down to the donkey 
oMgine; if wo could have got the hose 
playing before tlie llames broke out we 
could priil>ably have stopped tho fire, but 
I don't think the minute I was detained 
by the passengers made any practical dif- 
ference; Mr. McAllister said tho flames 
burst out while I was starting the don- 
key. 

A hoso in the engine room would have 
been no use; I would not .recommend 
freight to" be placed wliero it ' was in" tliis 
case, but nevertheless 1 considered it at a 
siifo distance from the back connection, as 
well as the wood work, and the firo would 
not have occurred unless something had 
come in innnediate contact with tho plate 
on the top of the back connection. I do 
not know if there was iinything did sb^ or 
if there was, what it was. The boilor was 
guarded by a rail, against which the 
freight ^'as built up; tho guard went five 
feet above the main deck, and the freight 
wont as high, and tho tarpaulin might 
have accident.ally slipped over; when I 
svas about to remove the taruaulin I re- 
considered tho;mi(ttor and did not .do so; 
I was crawling on the top of the freight 
and tarpaidin and reaching my hand over 
the rail towards tho top plate of tho back 
connection; this was on the port side; I 
reached down three or four feet, but could 
not say how far the t.irpaulin went; there 
seomed to be ii bag of nuts I felt; it wag 
very warm. 

Deputy Attorney General — Was it pos- 
sible for tiio tarpaulin to slip down on tho 
plate of the back connection ? 

It was possible for it to do so. If it 
had slipped, doww the platform was too 
wide to allow it to touch the plate as it 
extended beyond it. If it h.ad slipped 
down 4 ur 5 foot it might have 'come in 
contact with the plato of tho bjick con- 
nection . 

To a juryman — The firo might have 
originated at sumo other place an^ not at 
this back connection; I never ;^Baw the 
flame break out though Capt. McAllislor 
said he saw it tliero; it was strange to me 
to see the flames .coming out of tho en- 
gine room hatch. I ssw scorched tim- 
bers on the vessel indicating a previous 
firo, one of the beams, of the main deck 
was thus marked. These marks were two 
feet from the boilor back connection 
plates. So far as I know the boiler has 
always occupied the same position. 

Tho inquest was then adjourned till 10 
o'clock to-morrow morning. 

Novr Wostminstor Court of Aasise. 

(.liijforo Hon. .Mr. Jiistli.-i; Oraj-.J 

Court resumed on Monday pursuant to 
adjournment. The. only remaining c^e 
was taken up, that of 

Regina vs. Sing Lee — The prisoner in 
this case was charged with manslaughter. 
.Some time about the end of March a 
sick Chinaman named Ah Loon came 
down from Yale ,and asked Sing Loo to 
keep him a few days till he could go to 
Victoria. Lee consented. On the .6th. 
April Loon had reached a condition which 
indicated that ho would soon die. Lee 
got an express wagon and had. him re- 
moved to the bush where some other 
Chinamen were working and there he died 
the next day. 

The evidence showed that Loo had 
asked the prisoner's friends in the bush 
to take Mm into theit shantys, but they 
built a tent for him at some distance, and 
tlie Heather being bad the man's death 
was hastened by e.xposure, 

Tho prisimer was acquitted.- 

TIIK SENTE.N'CK.i 

Court resumed at 11 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, when sentences were passed on 
all the prisoners. 

Peter Hand— This prisoner was con- 
victed of common .assault, and as ho had 
been already imprisoned about five 
months, the court gave him an additional 
three months. 

Hydah Johnny and Afasatcho Sau» got 
one and two years respectively added to 
their sentences for attempting to escape 
from tho penitentiary. 

Wm. .Johnston, convicted of receiving 
stolon goods, said he had received tho 
goods, but ilitenddd to return them. His 
sentence wiis five years. " 

Ah Wang, for a deadly assault on No- 
vins, a railway foreman at Maple Ridge, 
got ten years. The judge said these fore- 
man were to tho Chinese in the propor- 
tion of 1 to 30, and he was determined 
that they should have around them the 
protection of the law, a power stronger 
than all the Chinese gangs in the coun- 
try. Ah Wong took his .lentence' very 
much to heart. 

Thos. O'Connor, convicted of burglary 
on Mr. Dickinson's house and shop, was 
sentenced to five years, and people gen- 
erally wonder at the' leniency shown to 
this man. ' ' '"^ '

FOUBTS PAXILZAICEKT. 

FIRST SESSION. 
Wednksdav, May 9, 1883. 
House met at 11 a.m. 
Prayers by Rt. Rev. Bishop Cridge. 

SUPPLY. 

The first report of the committee of 
supply was adopted and house went into 

committee on the estimates. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that the salary 
of the constable at Esquimalt wou Id be 
inci-eaaed in the" sup()leniniitarie3. 

Police and gaols, Esquimalt, $720. 
Passed. 

Police and gaols, Yale, §4830. Passed. 

Mr. Beaven asked how it was intended 
to expend the $750 set down for stipendi- 
ary magistrate at Yale; Was it intended 
to be paid to a Dominion ollicor( 

lliin. Mr. Robson saw no reason \/hy 
the province should not avail itself of the 
services of a .salaried Dominion oflicer, 
whose traveling uxpenaea were paid by 
the Dominion guvernmout and whose ser- 
vices could bo secured for a merely. nomi- 
nal sum. Tlie Dominion, government 
had given their consent to his acting. 

Mr. Arin3trong_ wanted to know what 
tho gentleman was paid for doing now I 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that tho pres- 
ence of a niagia rate along tho railway 
was highly necessary. The government 
agent at Lyttoii had reported that ho 
covdd not got couipL'tont men to accept 
till! position of juatico of tho peace. Tho 
agent recommended the appointment of a 
stipendiary magistrate and tho govern- 
ment felt that in availing themselves of 
the presence of the oflicer at Yale to ob- 
tain bis services at a nominal figure. 

Mr. Heaven hotly oppoaed the vote. 

Mr. Wilson saw no impropriety in ask- 
ing a Dominion otlicer to perform provin- 
cial work. Uu showed that the Courts 
Merger Act required Dominion officers 
and compelled the county court judges to 
perform provincial duties, and said the 
Dominion govcrniueiit U'eio re-siionaible 
for the necessity of a magistrate at Vale 
by commencing railway work there. 

i\Ir. Armstrong moved that tho item be 
struck out. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that tho header of 
tho opposition wanted a railway and 
wanted immigration, and yet he was not 
willing to [)Tiy anything towards maintain- 
ing order in the district, because, as he 
said, the Dominion governiiieiit were "re- 
sponsible" for preserving property. Tho 
principle had been recognized by the late 
government in the case of Mr. Pem- 
berton. 

Mr. Dunsmiiir believed that the vote 
was oiipoaed by Mr. Heaven because the 
oliicer waa foriiieily a political opponent. 
He thought the arrangement a good one. 

Mr. Grant said there were a number of 
mun along the railw.ay lino who were not 
connected with the railway works, and 
ho would support the vote. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho oflicer at 
present had no authority to act as stipen- 
diary magiatrato. 

The vote was passed. 

Mr. Semlin advocated a s.alary for an 
oflicer at the Okanagan and Spalhimcheen' 
country. 

Hun. Mr. Smithe said if tho govern- 
ment could have seen its way clear to 
providing a salary it would have done so.

lion. Mr. Kobsoii said the auttlemont 
was growing, and a constable waa neces- 
sary. 

Mr. Dingwall said the leader of the 
opposition had discontinued tho constable 
at Comox, a most discreditable proceed- 
ing, as iie well knew. 

Mr. Armstrong objected to paying 
constables .throughout tho [irovince. It 
was an injudicial practice. Ho know 
constables whom a D-year old child would 
make run.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
i.sland railway bill. 
Tho Hon. Mr. Smithe on rising to 
move tho second reading of this bill aaid 
it was most desirable that the (niealions 
embraced in the measure which had been 
ponding so many years should be settled, 
even if it wore, as would bo claimed by 
tho opposition, at tho price of a conces- 
sion to Dominion government of a 
tract of laud to which, strictly speaking 
under the terms of union, tlioy were nut 
entitled. He would not for a moment 
contend that the province in the settle- 
ment arrived at had got or was to get all 
that it had a right to claim, but ho would 
ask lion, gentlemen to remoiiibof tli.it tiie 
liglit had been going on for years and 
mission after mission to England and Ot- 
tawa had been undertaken and thousands 
upon thousands of dollars had been spent 
in a fruitless attempt to compel Canada to 
do justice to tho province. The only re- 
sult of all the contention had boon tho 
prostration of tlio country. Wo had 
waited and ho[)ed, pleaded and demand- 
ed, we had threatenedaeceaBionaiul threat- 
ened to take the cuatom-house if wo did 
not get the Island railw.ay, but all had 
been in vain. While politicians had been 
making a stalking horse of our wrongs the 
country had been left to struggle on in a 
dead and alive condition, and there were 
those now who would continue the same 
course aa had'bcen adopted in tlie past, 
and with no hope of bettor resulta. Tho 
government in submitting this measure 
felt that the true interests nf the country 
lay in having a aottlemont made, in order 
that life and vitality might bo given to 
the community by tiio coinmonceiuent of 
tho constraotion of the Island railway, 
that settlement might be enoburagod by 
tlie opening of the' rnainland railway 
lands; and another consideration was the 



relief to the taxpayers of the country of 
the cost of the Esquimalt graving dock. 
The lands conceded to. the Dominion were 

in an inaccessible region to the eaat of 
the Rocky mountains. To us at present 
they had no value, and if the Dominion 
governmoiit in administering the North- 
west territory should settle up the Peace 
•River portion of British Columbia we 
should in the end be gainers. At any 
rate what the province was getting in the 
Island railway, although nothing but 
what it was entitled to, was practically 
worth more than tho lands we wore giv- 
ing; and the money to be refunded which 
had been sunk in tho dry dock would be 
an advantage in being spent on nfuch- 
needed public worics. With these few 
reinarks he would move tho second read- 
ing of llie bill. 

Mr. Armstrong said it was not neces- 
sary such a bill should be presented. 
Such a great portion of British Columbia 
lands Bliould not bo thus thrown away. 
The Dominion government had waited for 
an opportunity, saw their chance and 
took it. We were giving §1,050,000 to 
enable tho Dominion government to take 
the dock oil' our hands and complete only 
for work of tho value of $250,000. As 
regards lalaiid railway we were giving the 
Dominiuii government at least (150,000 
acres of island land and 3,500,000 acres 
of tho mainland for the completion of 
this railway, when they knew all tho 
time we were legally entitled to the 
building of tlio lino. Tho province could 
get it built for less than the deeding of 
this great grant of land, which, when 
valued at $1 an acre, all woul^ concede 
to bo a very low figure. Other provinces 
woru getting liberal advances while this 
province had to beg for its rights. A 
tixed price should have been set on those 
reserved lands. No province had ever 
got anything from the Dominion govern- 
ment without a hard struggle. More 
laud was being given than the terms of 
union called for, and the passago^ of this 
bill would only, cause mpre litigtition and 
leave the lands in practically the same 
liosition as before. Many a company 
would be glad to build the island lino for 
the coal lands only. The governineiit 
should reconsider this bill. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said ho wished to 
correct a statement made by the leader of 
the governmont, that thelate.government 
took the same position as tho present one. 
This was not the case. The late govern- 
ment had iiiado a busiiie.HS proposition to 
the Dominion when they asked for a 
guarantee that the work promised would 
bo done. The terms of union to-day 
were defective and thia province was taxed' 
to death by the Dominion government. 
Every government hero had made en- 
deavora to impress on tlio Dominion tho 
importance of the railw.ay. He attempted 
to exculpate the late government for their 
dilatoriuesa and failure to procure the 
construction of tho Island railway. Tho 
Dominion guvernment had acted shame- 
fully and had forced a weak government 
to .satisfy the interests of thia province. 
The province was dogradeil by tho dicta- 
tion of Canada and tho submission of thia 
governmont. It was wrong to say that 
tho passage of the Clements bill sacrificed 
the rights of this province. We did not 
secure the building of tho Island railway 
when we paaaed thia bill. If the Domin- 
ion government found no company to 
build the lino it need not bo built. The 
Dominion government had never acted 
with good faith towards this province. 
Wo got nothing aa compensation; instead 
of compensation we mailo concessions 
to Canada. The hon . member proceeded 
al some length to review tlio bill from the 
opposition standpoint. He caused great 
merriment by stating' that tho dock was 
now being carried on for McNameo & Co. 
who would have to pay tlio ditierenco be- 
tween tho cost and their contract price. 
Tho dock was being sacrificed by this gov- 
ernment; the imperial government would 
have given a subsidy of $150,000 addition- 
al for the (lock, if they had been asked to 
do so. We hadaullered.on this island for 
years from a change of the route of rail- 
way and now the Dominion govornment 
intended to take the railroad to i'ort 
Simpaon away north of the settled partii 
of the country. Tho Dominion govern - 
ment refused to carry out their obliga- 
tions and he denounced it as a shameful 
and monstrous government. He then 
moved in amendment that tho bill be re- 
ferred to the executive council to be 
amended, so as not to transfer to the Do- 
minion government any lauds without a 
valuable consideration. . 

lyir. Helgeson seconded the amend- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Drake said ho took an oppos- 
ite view to that of the lender of' tho op- 
position. This question iihonld bo 
brought to a jiractical aolution. Every 
point that was raised had boon objected 
to by the opi)08ition. He denied that wo 
had altered the torms of union. Accord- 
ing to those terms we had to convoy a.belt 
of 20 miles on each side of the line of 
railway. The Dominion governmont are 
to liave thia bolt in return for building 
the line. It was foolish to assert that 
this bill was injurious to tho province. 
Tb,\^ late govornment had insisted upon a 
spocifioation of land, this would involve a 
serious delay and incalculable oxponeo. 
Tho survey would be practically usoloas, and 
tho pruseiit govornment thought all this 
would be avoided by olt'ering lands out- 
side this bolt, and the proposition had 
been accepted by tho Dominion govern- 
ment; and the lands thus deeded would 
stiil remain a portion of thia province, »nd 
as soon as sold would to all intents and 
purposes stiiiid in tho same position to 
the province aa before, I'opulation for 
the Peace riyur lands would arrive from 
tho east, and it was far mure important 
that lands here should be open for set- 
tlers coming in frmn tho weal. As soon aa 
thia was the case, immigrants would pour 
in. If the lato governmont had moderat- 
ed their demands there would have been 
no occasion for tho passage of thia bill. 
It was the policy of the Dominion to act 
independently of the imperial govern- 
ment and coiiseciuently inisaions to Eng- 
land had boon failures. 'J'hougli provin- 
cial lands had boon locked up by the Do- 
minion govornnieiit for ten years, 
yet tho late provincial govornment 
had relieved them by their action of last 
year by lifting tho reserve off' the lands 
and cancelling any claim they had on tho 
Doiiiinioii tu build the island railway as 
part of the terms of imioii. Tho giving 
over tho dry duck had been characterized 
as parting with a moans of revenue. It 
had been a sinkhole for tho public funds. 
It would never pay tho interest on tho 
money already laid out on it; The dock 
would still remain whore it was and we 
should still derive as much bonofit from' 
it as a Dominion as we ah 'uld ivero it a 
provincial work . Provincial money could 
ho more advantageously employed. 8400,- 
000 taken out of the funds of the province 
for completion of tho drydock aa proposed 
by the hon. leader of the opposition would 
never bo allowed by niembors from 'other 
parts of the province until we had greater 
inlluenco at Ottawa it was not reasonable 
to oxpcct better terras than were now 
offered, Tho country would now go 
ahead and public Isinda woiiM'bB thrown 
open and a tide of public prosperity en- 



sue such aa had been hitherti) unknown. 
(Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Dunsmuir aaid the dock if built by 
thoiprovince would swallo-wat least $300, - 
000 of provincial money. Hn harl a.Heer- 
tained that it cost about $14000 a year to 
run Hunter'a Point drydock at E.squi- 
malt. The dock here would cost, if run 
in the interest of politics, 810,000 a year 
to which add $10,000 for interest. Whore 
were we going to get that back ? Not 
from the ships. We would have a great 
many China steamers; but a larger China 
steamer paid at San Francisco for dooV- 
ing §1000 for 48 hours. Not one of thesd 
steamers would oven come into the Esqui- 
malt dock because they could bedecked 
at China for S360. For, the next 15 years 
the dock would be an expensive thing to, 
maintain. The money would be better 
laid out on roads and bridges. (Hear.) 
It was a wrong step for tho province ever 
to take hold of the drydock. It should 
have been handed over to the Dominiou 
government lon^ ago. We wore giving 
away an expensive toy. If ho had a 
horae that was eating too much ho would 
give it away. (Laughter.) Uor Majesty's 
ship.s were to be docked free because of 
the Imperial subsidy of §250,000. Tlio 
sooner we are quit of that dock tho better. 
(Huar, hear.) 

The house adjourned till 7 :30. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The speaker took tho chair at eight 
o'clock. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said there was one 
matter as to tho bill befm-e tho house 
in which ho could agree with tho leader 
of tho opposition, and that was aa to tho 
conduct of tho Dominion government, 
which he covisidored as overbearing tow- 
ard this province over since confedera- 
tion. He referred particularly to tho 
mailer of the island railroad, which was 
distinctly pruiniscd by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and ho would have waited for 
years liefore he would have compromised 
that promise as tho last government had 
done. Ho must acknowledge, however, 
that the Dominion government was no 
longer responsible for tho island railroad 
under existing circumstances, and their 
proposition now was therefore n new one. 
'f ho people wished to have the road and 
the governmont wore anxious to aid them 
in getting it; and the present bill gave a 
better bargain than tliu Clemonts' bill, in- 
asmuch as agricultural lands wore thrown 
open for settlement. The leader of the 
opposition had aaid no price of the main- 
land landh was mentioned in the bill, 
while the prico of the island lands was 
mentioned, but wo had posaesainn of tho 
latter, which was not the case with those 
on tho mainland; and we could not inter- 
fere in the matter of mainland lands 
witich had been conveyed by the {erms of 
union. . Tho govornment did their beat 
to have them, thrown open, and had suc- 
ceeded in so far as exacting they aliouldbo 
thro wnoponlibcrallyandas early 03 possible 
It was no use carping about the land east 
of tho rocky mountains. If tho Dominion 
would settle them ho would be glad to 
see them populated from any quarter. 
He thought the Dominion government 
had no other object but to settle the mat- 
ter. He gave Mr. Beaven credit for the 
utmost sincerity, and ho agreed with him 
that we had been badly treated. The hon. 
gentleman had looked at the correspon- 
denco in the matter, and ho referred to 
some passage in tho minutes of council as 
being miserably uncertain. This was not 
so, as tho whole scheme had been extend- 
ed in the bill, and in that form only 
would bo ratified by this houao. The 
hon. gotilleiiian aaid the Dominion gov- 
ernment did agree to build the Island 
railroad by the bill and with the large 
grant of §750,000 tho road would 
surely be built. Aa regards the dock 
they wore told they wore giving it away, 
but at any rate they were to bo rocouiied 
$250,000 and their expenditure. Tho 
cost of completing tho djck would pro- 
bably be one million and over, He waa 
pledged to prevent farther expenditure of 
provincial monies and could not remain 
in tho goverument if more pro- 
vincial money was to be expended. 
He believed now that the province was 
paying §25,000 or $30,000 in interest 
every year. They could not afford it. 
Then there were roads and bridges. If 
we could not ailbrd the salaries of oflicials 
we could not afford to build that dock 
(hoar, hear). If we could got rid of tho 
dock in this way did we loose much by 
itf We lost tho property right in the 
dock, bui it waa still there, and we could 
not carry it on as a provincial work. He 
could not congratulate tho hon. gontlo- 
nian on his amondmoiit, who asked that 
the bill bo sent back. He should have 
moved tho aii-inoiitha' hoiat. The idea 
of tho Dominion government altering the 
location to Port Simpson after the ex- 
penditure on tho Fraser river was ab- 
surd. . "'^ 

-•Vfter a long diacussion (which is crowd- 
ed out of this issue) the vote waa taken 
on the amendment, which was dofoated

There are now about 25 men at work 

on Pitt river bridge. Several of the piora 
have been put down. Tho place for the 
bridge seems to have been unfortunately 
selected. The water at that point is 50 
feet deep, whereas a short distance above 
or below it is much shallower. Tho bridge 
does not cross the river at right angles,, 
but tho piers are at right angles with tho 
bridge, consequently the swift currents 
strike tho piers with great force . When 
all the piers have been put down they will 
occupy about one-third of tho river, and 
will make tho currents very much more 
swift than they now are. The bottom is 
soft, and the water has already excavated 
considerfible earth about the piers, and 
one of thein is said to have risen about G 
inches, and there aro grave doubts about 
the ultimate auccoas of tho present plan, 
Up to Monday the Pitt river was rising 
rapidly.
